By planking foods is meant cooking | then baste the fish occasionally with

While no one seems to know positively 
just where or by whom this method of 
cooking was first practised, says the La- 


dies Home Journal,

That a larger measure of economic cooperation between men and 
women in South America is requisite to the fuller growth of the 
nations, is now acknowledged quite generally in countries like Brazil, 
Argentina, Chile and Uruguay. The latter country, in fact the 


smallest in point of territory and population, is now setting an exam- | 


ole which may have a far-reaching effect toward enhancing the 
working capacity of the republic. A movement to admit women 
more readily into commercial occupations has started and reports 
from employers who have tried out the experiment aver that not 
only does this afford opportunity for more persons to earn a liveli- 
hood but that it has spurred employees generally to do their best. 

The Montevideo experiment, encouraged as it is by the leading 


for that enterprising country. There is’a considerable measure of 
correctness in oft-repeated statements by travelers in South and 
Central America that the city women of those lands lead existences 
of greater ease and inactivity than do the women in any other parts 
of the world. This is due, no doubt, largely to the lack of oppor- 
tunity for them to assert themselves. The charming and beneficial 
influence of southern domesticity, of course, need not be overlooked 
because more persons enter the current of modern action. Women 
of the United States may even be able to guide their sisters in the 
lands to the south into w@ys that shall help them advance where 
situations are novel and untried. 

In this connection it is well to consider that when the women 
of the Panama Canal Zone become active in the Panama-Pacific 
exposition work, as they have been requested by the woman’s board 
cf the exposition management, their influence will reach beyond the 


zone or the Panama republic. There will be opportunities for

LA GUAIRA, Venezuela—Extensive 
improvements are under way along the 
harbor front. A cement breakwater now 
extends about 1600 feet from the shore 
in a westerly direction. At three places 
on the inward side the breakwater has 
been widened to form jetties at which 
steamships can be tied to load or un- 
load. These widened parts are covered 
by steel sheds and are provided with an 
additional railway track connecting with 
the track that runs the full length of 
the breakwater. 


Under the new arrangement the harbor 
corporation expects that four ships, if 
‘they are not all large ones, can be cared 
‘for at once. It is planned to maintain 
a minimum depth of 31 feet of water 
along the jetty to a distance of about 
600 feet from shore. Until the recent 
work began the largest of the jetties 
was not adequate to accommodate some 
of the longest steamers coming to La 
Gnaira so that the ships could work all 
their catches at one time.

From Toole’s she went to join Mr., 
as he was in those days, Beerbohm Tree's 
company at the Haymarket. [his was in 
1892. In 1893 she joined George Alexan- 
der, he also was Mr, at that time, at the 
St. James’ and in 1895 become a member 
of her brother-in-law, Arthur Bourchier's 
company at the Royalty theater. And 
there it was that first showed un- 
mistakable signs of the “feu sacre.”

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DIFFICULT PROBLEM FACES 
FOOTWEAR MANUFACTURERS 


Trade Is Below Normal, but Prices of Shoe Stock Con- 


tinue to Advance and Buyers Still Hold Off—Heavy 


Demand Is Anticipated Soon 


Although there are some manufac- 
turers -who express satisfaction over 
present conditions, the majority report 
'ebruary trading below conservative ex- 
pectations, and as one swallow does not 
make a summer, the activity of any one 
line of shoes does not reflect the real 
condition of the whole market. 

It is quite evident that the major por- 
tion of the shoe factories are approach- 
ing a dearth of cutting, which feature 
always means a lack of work and mer- 
chants are apt to strain a point in order 
to prevent even a partial dissolution of 
an organized force. That this is not be- 
ing done shows the difficulties which 
environ the manufacturers today, stand- 
ing as they do between a mediocre busi- 
ness on the one hand and a firm leather 
market on the other. They, therefore, 
do not think it prudent to offer conces- 
sions to avoid even a sharp curtailment; 
therefore buyers have found the market 
decidedly against operating for antici- 
pated business, so the element of safety 
is as prominent in one as in the other. 

The situation is all the more strange 
when one views the reports coming from 
the leather market, for, though the shoe 
trade is below normal, prices of shoe 
stock are slowly advancing, supply lim- 
ited and few dealers booking orders for 
stock not actually on hand. , 

This present. eondition is only the 
forerunner of one of the most difficult 
problems the trade has had to deal with 
for some time; inasmuch as the buyers 
have been holding off, even on staples, 
and the season moving on to a time 
when goods will be wanted, it does not 
take a very strong imagination to see 
the inability of the factories to supply 
the demands which must soon be show- 
ered upon them, As combinations will 
add extra labor to volume, it means push 
and strenuous work in the factories and 
more than ordinary patience by the buy- 
ers; therefore, the early future promises 
much activity, though it may be more 
or less perplexing to both parties. 

A fair amount of activity continues in 
the men’s fine shoe lines. The initial 


orders are about all booked, so what are | 


now coming are principally small lots of 
styles, which though radical, must be 
carried by all catering to a trade which 
follows fashions closely. ;

a slowly growing call for vici_ kid.

It is regarded as holding 
out the prospect of a reduction of $3,000,000 within the next ten 
years, of reducing the debt to a shadow in twenty years, and doing 
away with it altogether soon after. } 

In the proposed ordinance the amount of bond issue in any 
future year is limited to the average of three years previous, less 
25 per cent of the amount of the tax levy in excess of $12 on the 
thousand of valuation. Thus the reduction of new debt in any 
one year goes to fix the limit for subsequent years, while additions 
to the tax rate will operate to compel a further curbing of the amount 
to be borrowed. The higher the tax rate in any year, the lower 
the amount that may be borrowed the next; once lower the amount 
borrowed and it cannot be increased. The method immediately bids 
for admiration, even aside from its commendable purpose. If it be 
crystallized in a city ordinance, all subsequent financing will be held 
to the rule of continuous reduction.

The 
present practise is slow and. clumsy, now that we think of it. The 
unstamped letter stays fast in the custody of the postoftice that 
received it. A correspondence opens with the addressee, who 1s 
informed that a letter addressed to him lacks the necessarv postage. 
Will he please return stamps that are necessary for the letter, enclos- 
ing them in an envelope on which full letter postage must be placed. 
[here might be a slower method. The matter might be referred to 
Washington, with request that the President issue a proclamation 
that a letter had been mailed“without a stamp. But the delay now 
customary 1s ample to suit all possible requirements. 


, The European way commends itself. The letter goes forward 
and is delivered upon the payment of double postage, a visiting of 
the penalty upon the wrong person, to be sure, but avoiding the delay 
and the possible loss of value in the communication. Apprehension 
cf a return to the old way of collecting postage, through the possibil- 
ity that senders would make a convenience of the new arrangement, 
is hardly warranted. Polite correspondence that came with a col- 
lection charge of 4 cents would not thrive long. Business houses 
would hardly resort to it in their effort to retain favor with their 
customers. The reminder of an unpaid account would simply fail 
ot delivery if the debtor addressed had the ordinary perception of 
the contents of the proffered letter. Really there is no seemingly 
reasonable chance that prepayment would go out of fashion. And 
the unintended omission of postage would not be the cause of delay 
and annoyance.
